Whence  Vitality? 

What  makes  a vital  college  newspaper?  Is  it  merely  a weekly 
roundup  however  incomplete,  of  campus  happenings?  Should  it  be 
interpreted  as  a mere  cataloguing  of  future  (and,  more  often)  past 
events,  in  so  far  as  they  are  related  to  Loyola’s  700  individuals? 
Can  it  consist,  on  the  other  hand,  in  a collection  of  the  opinions— 
sometimes  consistent,  ofttimes  wavering— of  a select  group  of  stu- 
dents? 

Of’the  above  answers,  all  rhetorical  suggestions,  none  will  suf- 
fice. A college  newspaper  can  loosely  be  described  as  a roundup, 
a catalogue  or  a collection,  but  something  more  has  to  be  added  be- 
fore the  specific  "vital”  can  be  included  in  the  definition. 

We  begin  by  realizing  that  no  one  person  or  group  of  persons  is 
responsible  for  these  pages  which  appear  on  Fridays.  Each  and 
every  student  at  Loyola  College  contributes  by  simply  being  him- 
self—a student,  because  this  paper  derives  its  essence  from  cam- 
pus life,  in  its  various  forms  and  manifestations.  Therefore,  a col- 
lege paper  basically  reflects  the  activities  of  students  and  faculty. 

Our  conclusion:  a paper  is  vital  only  if  that  which  it  mirrors  is 
vital.  This  may  be  paraphrased  by  saying  "school  spirit”  gives  a 
school  paper  its  vitality.  Though  it  defies  definition,  "school 
spirit”  is  immediately  discernable  in  one’s  actions  (see  page  one). 

A further  thought:  "school  spirit”  can  and  should  shine  forth  in 
every  aspect  of  college  life— academic,  spiritual  and  social.  Loyola 
College,  and  indirectly  the  Greyhound,  can  achieve  maximum  vi- 
tality only  when  all  participate  in  college  life  to  the  best  of  their 
ability.

From  Vietnam  . . . 


Meef  Jean  Le  Quang 


On  Tuesday  September  27  a new 
student  came  to  Loyola  frem  Viet- 
nam. His  name  is  Jean  Michael  Le 
Quang.  He  is  one  of  approximately 
120  Vietnamese  students  to  come  to 
the  United  States,  and  was  highly 
recommended  by  the  Instimte  of 
International  Education,  which  was 
instrumental  in  getting  him  here 
under  its  Eoreign  Student  Program. 

Jean’s  father  was  one  of  two 
Provincial  Chi^s  in  Saigon  under 
the  French  Government,  which  is 
the  highest  post  held  by  a Viet- 
namese. The  Le  Quang  home  was 
raided  by  the  Japanese  in  1945 
as  were  the  homes  of  many  Catholics 
in  the  South  of  Viemam.  Along  with 
many  other  high  government  offi- 
cials, Jean’s  father  was  killed  by 
the  Viemam ese  communists  when 
the  boy  was  two  years  old. 

Studied  in  France 

In  1948,  at  the  age  of  5,  Jean 
and  his  mother  went  to  France.  He 
attended  elementary  school.  His 
mother  finished  her  smdies  for  her 
B.S.  in  Pharmacy.  \Miile  Jean  was 
going  to  school  in  Paris,  he  spent 
his  free  summers  in  England,  per- 
fecting the  English  language. 

The  summer  of  1955  found  Jean 
and  his  mother  returning  to  Viet- 
nam. There  Jean  attended  the  sec- 
ondary school,  J.J.  Rousseau,  where 
he  finished  first  in  his  class  in 
physics  and  mathematics.  He  had 
two  scholarships  to  Rousseau,  one 
from  the  Embassy  of  France  and 
the  other  from  the  France- Vietnam 
Association. 

Classroom  Artist 

Jean  has  a keen  interest  in  cur- 
rent affairs,  politics,  skiing  and 
architecture.  He  especially  likes 
to  draw  his  own  inventions  of  cars 


(particularly  during  class),  but 
‘‘There’ll  be  no  time  for  that  now,” 
he  quips. 

Along  with  speaking  English  very 
well,  Jean  speaks  French  and  Viet- 
namese fluently  and  just  a little 
German  (he’s  only  studied  that  for 
five  years);  he  hopes  to  go  into 
the  advanced  German  course  here  at 
Loyola.  In  a witty  tone  of  voice 
and  expression,  which  is  typical 
of  Jean,  he  said  concerning  his 
languages,  ‘‘I  am  making  a col- 
lection of  them.” 

Jean’s  future  plans  are  very  tenta- 
tive, but  he  hopes  to  go  into  graduate 
studies  after  Loyola.  He  wants  to 
get  his  Ph.  D.  in  physics  or  Aero- 
nautical Engineering.  Provided  this 
goes  along  as  he  wishes,  he  will 
then  return  to  Vietnam  and  work 
either  in  research  or  in  the  political 
field.

Bill 
Knoche, Loyola  College’s  perpetual 
motion  machine,  crossed  the  ball 
from  his  outside  right  position  into 
the  center  of  the  field,  where  Denny 
Grabowski,  who  has  scored  7 goals 
in  five  games,  booted  a hard  low 
shot  into  the  left  side  of  the  goal. 
The  second  goal  came  midway  in 
the  third  quarter  when  Vic  Brocco- 
lino,  a fine  looking  freshman  pros- 
pect, took  a beautiful  lead  pass 
from  Grabowski  and  placed  it  into 
the  nets.

In  the  fourth  quarter,  Broccolino 
saw  his  chance  to  repay  his  debt 
of  one  goal  to  Grabowski.  He  hit 
Denny  with  a pass  in  the  penalty 
area  and  after  slipping  by  the  op- 
position’s center  halfback,  Denny  hit 
one  into  the  right  corner  of  the 
goal. 

Even  though  the  scoring  and  as- 
sists were  spread  only  among  three 
players,  don’t  let  statistics  fool 
you  for  this  was  by  far  our  best 
team  effort  of  the  year.  Every 
player  on  our  team  looked  as  if  he 
really  wanted  to  win  and  our  desire 
was  shown  by  our  hustle  and  the 
final  result  of  the  game.
